REPOET  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  CONTROL. 


To  the  Honorable  Aaron  T.  Bliss,  Governor  of  Michigan : 

The  Board  of  Control  of  the  Michigan  Home  for  the  Feeble  Minded 
and  Epileptic,  respectfully  submit  their  fourth  biennial  report  of  the 
institution  for  the  fiscal  period  ending  June  30th,  1902,  together  with 
the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  Superintendent  and  such  other  information 
as  seems  opportune. 

Since  the  last  biennial  report  was  made  this  institution  has  added 
considerably  to  its  population,  in  fact  nearly  doubling  its  numbers,  this 
was  made  possible  by  opening  cottages  “D”  and  “E,”  the  former  having 
stood  open  for  nearly  a  year  awaiting  an  appropriation  to  install  the 
heating  apparatus.  The  completion  of  the  new  boiler-house  and  electric 
plant  has  added  a  modern  and  economical  outfit  to  the  institution  so 
that  from  one  place  we  can  distribute  light,  heat  and  power  to  the  vari¬ 
ous  points  desired.  The  laundry  is  equipped  with  electricity  for  furnish¬ 
ing  power  and  heating  irons,  a  pump  run  by  the  same  power  distributes 
water  for  washing  and  for  boilers.  The  farm-house  and  dairy-barn  fin¬ 
ished  this  summer  and  put  in  use  are  also  lighted  from  the  central  plant. 

The  cold-storage  building,  bake-shop  and  the  extensive  repairs  to  the 
cottages  “A”  and  “B”  have  been  completed  and  are  demonstrating  the 
wisdom  of  their  addition  to  the  institution,  by  faculty  in  doing  work  and 
economy  of  expenditures. 

In  asking  for  an  appropriation  for  the  care  of  a  still  larger  number 
of  inmates  we  have  deemed  it  wise  to  ask  provision  for  less  than  one 
half  the  number  already  on  file  viz. — three  hundred.  Should  the  State, 
however,  see  the  fitness  of  adding  still  more  to  this  number  or  of  decreas¬ 
ing  the  amount  to  provide  for  a  less  number  it  becomes  a  simple  process 
of  expansion  or  contraction  of  the  items  here  named.

Careful  estimates  have  been  made  of  the  cost  of  all  these  needs  based 
on  the  methods  we  have  successfully  practiced  in  the  past  seven  years 
and  that  has  given  such  good  substantial  buildings  for  so  little  money. 
We  are  asking  for  nothing  that  is  not  essential  for  the  equipment  in 
caring  for  the  numbers  named  above,  or  the  well  being  of  Our  institution 
and  for  the  honor  of  the  State. 

The  constant  increase  of  applications  for  admission  to  our  institution 
would  seem  to  demand  careful  consideration  not  only  of  the  cause  of 
so  large  a  community  of  defects  and  unfortunates  in  our  population,  but 
as  to  the  provision  to  be  made  for  their  future  segragation.  The  “Col¬ 
ony”  plan  as  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  this  insti¬ 
tution  and  as  mentioned  in  a  former  report  is  commended  as  being  the 
only  feasible  plan  for  the  care  of  large  numbers  of  the  adult  class  who 
have  out  grown  the  training  of  our  school  and  form  so  large  a  portion 
of  our  number  to  which  accessions  are  constantly  made  precluding  more 
and  more  the  taking  from  the  community  the  adult. 

No  changes  of  importance  have  occurred  during  the  past  biennial  pe¬ 
riod  in  the  management,  and  the  progress  made  in  the  institution  is 
marked  and  has  our  warm  appreciation.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


Lapeer,  June  30,  1902. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Control,  Michigan  Home  for  Feeble-Minded 

and  Epileptic: 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  the  Superintendents 
fourth  biennial  report  of  the  institution  under  your  control  for  the  fis¬ 
cal  year  ending  June  30th,  1902. 

The  institution  has  made  satisfactory  progress  during  the  past  two 
years,  in  the  various  departments,  as  well  as  the  successful  completion 
of  the  new  work  planned,  excepting  the  Administration  building,  which 
is,  however,  well  under  way. 

The  institution  has  grown  to  its  present  proportions  because  of  the 
great  demand  made  upon  it  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  for  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  the  feeble-minded  and  epileptic  and  not  because  there  were  any 
well  defined  ideas  as  to  what  should  constitute  an  institution  for  this 
class  of  unfortunates;  neither  was  there  a  recognition  of  the  vast  num¬ 
ber  in  the  community  who  would  demand  the  State’s  care,  so, that  from 
the  experimental  stage,  modifications  had  to  be  made  along  new  and 
improved  lines  looking  to  the  provision  for  classification,  occupation, 
education  and  forms  of  treatment.  While  much  is  still  required  to  make 
unqualified  success,  the  projection  of  the  present  plan  with  the  addition 
to  it  of  the  colony  idea  will  care  for  these  applicants  for  many  years, 
as  well  as  relieve  the  asylums  and  poor-houses  of  the  many  persons  who 
do  not  require  their  special  care  and  treatment. 


ADMISSIONS,  DISCHARGES,  DEATHS,  TRANSFERS. 

At  the  time  of  our  last  report  the  total  number  of  cases  cared  for 
was  two-hundred  and  eighty-one.  The,  total  number  in  the  Home  at 
present  is  four-hundred  and  forty-three.  During  the  same  period  nine¬ 
teen  were  withdrawn,  two  eloped,  and  forty-one  died.  Of  the  number 
of  deaths  all  but  three  were  low-grade  idiots  and  with  the  exception  of 
thirteen  were  epileptics.  Three  were  utterly  helpless  and  for  several 
years  had  required  close  and  unremitting  care.  Two  cases  were  in  a 
dying  condition  when  admitted  and  one  case — an  idiot  born  deaf,  dumb, 
blind  and  paralyzed  had  been  a  burden  to  human  kindness  for  thirteen 
years. 

The  institution  has  been  singularly  free  from  contagious  diseases  in 
spite  of  the  large  number  admitted  and  that  we  have  no  means  of  quar¬ 
antine  or  efficient  methods  of  disinfecting  the  clothing  of  new  comers. 

In  the  admission  of  new  patients  absolute  impartiality  is  shown  to  the 
various  counties  of  the  State.  Preference  is  given,  however,  to  the  in¬ 
digent  and  of  a  necessity  very  largely  to  the  younger  element,  for  acces¬ 
sions  are  made  to  the  adult  class  from  our  growing  boys  and  girls  fast 
enough  to  keep  that  classification  filled.  The  demand  for  the  admission 
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of  the  lower  grade  of  children  and  adults  is  far  beyond  the  limits  of  our 
capacity.  With  the  last  cottage  filled  we  still  have  an  over-flow  of  fifty 
idiots  that  should  be  removed  from  the  better  class  of  children.  The 
influx  of  applications  for  admission  to  this  institution  is  unabated,  aver¬ 
aging  about  ten  each  month,  at  this  rate  the  end  of  the  next  biennial 
period  will  find  about  eight  hundred  and  forty  on  file  with  no  chance  of 
admitting  them  except  by  reason  of  death  or  withdrawal  of  some  of  our 
number  present.  The  number  of  epileptics  and  feeble-minded  of  all 
classes  in  our  State  is  not  far  from  nine  thousand  and  to  this  fact  must 
we  look  for  the  present,  and  constant  future  demand  for  admission.  This 
statement  should  call  for  careful  consideration  of  the  plans  and  means 
for  future  provisions  of  a  class  of  persons  who  not  only  demand  segrega¬ 
tion  by  reason  of  their  own  defect,  or  affliction,  but  that  they  are  a  menace 
to  public  welfare. 

The  enlarging  of  this  institution  to  care  for  eight  hundred  or  nine 
hundred  would  allow  excellent  grading  and  classification  for  all  ages, 
sex  and  condition.  Here  would  be  admitted  all  applicants,  who  would 
receive  such  training,  instruction  and  discipline  as  deemed  advisable  or 
necessary  for  future  usefulness,  and  when  the  school  department  can  do 
no  more  for  them  should  be  turned  over  to  the  colony,  together  with  the 
adults  received  at  different  times,  too  old  for  the  advantages  of  school, 
but  retained  long  enough  to  discipline  and  classify.  The  Colony  con¬ 
sisting  of  not  less  than  two  thousand  acres  of  land,  could  be  located 
where  State  property  could  be  acquired  or  cheap  rough  land,  upon  which 
the  labor  of  the  colonist  would  be  used,  to  clear,  cultivate  and  plant, 
building  their  own  houses  and  developing  such  industries  as  best  suited 
to  their  abilities  and  its  resources  bring  forth.  Here  the  able  bodied, 
feeble-minded  and  epileptic  could  find  a  permanent  home  where  their 
lives  could  be  spent  in  useful  labor  and  quiet  happiness,  receiving  such 
care  and  supervision  as  deemed  necessary.  The  idiot  and  helpless  must 
needs  be  kept  at  the  parent  institution,  as  also  the  insane  epileptic,  if 
deemed  advisable  to  remove  this  class  from  the  asylums  or  admit  them 
from  other  sources,  in  which  case,  special  provision  must  be  made  for 
them.  Objection  might  be  made  to  colonizing  the  epileptic  and  imbecile 
together,  but  after  my  experience  in  so  doing,  in  this  institution,  I  can 
find  no  reasonable  objecton  to  the  plan,  especially  when  separately 
housed  and  classified.  Besides  it  is  shown  by  the  last  report  of  the 
Craig  Colony  for  Epileptics  that  fifty  per  cent  of  the  cases  admitted  were 
feeble-minded  or  idiotic,  clearly  indicating  the  difficulty  of  separation, 
for  twenty  per  cent  of  all  epileptics  are  mentally  defective  and  it  has 
been  stated  as  a  belief  that  not  more  than  five  per  cent  are  actually  nor¬ 
mal.  This  brief  outline  of  a  colony  plan  may  be  considered  utopian  and 
impossible,  but  the  State  of  Massachusetts  has  found  it  not  only  prac¬ 
ticable,  but  in  its  beginning  economical.  Wisconsin  formulated  this 
plan  when  organizing  its  institution  and  finds  it  most  desirable.  Many 
of  the  larger  states  and  some  of  the  newer  are  planning  colonies  on 
an  extensive  scale.  It  has  been  urged  that  our  State  would  not  stand 
for,  nor  could  it  afford  any  such  extravagance;  so  it  was  stated  many 
times,  both  before  and  since  this  institution  was  built,  but  already  close 
to  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars  has  been  appropriated  and  the  end  is 
not  yet.  The  vastly  greater  expense  to  the  state  of  permitting  an  irre¬ 
sponsible  class  of  defects  to  infest  the  community,  beget  their  own  kind, 
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and  add  in  a  double  ratio,  their  quota  of  crime  and  vice,  as  illustrated 
in  the  history  of  the  celebrated  Jukes  family  of  New  York  and  the  Ish- 
maelite  family  of  Indiana.  Until  the  cause  of  mental  defectiveness  has 
attracted  more  general  attention  and  the  importance  of  instituting 
means  for  is  prevention  is  recognized,  it  would  be  but  a  better  part  of 
wisdom  to  provide  means  for  their  care  in  the  most  economical  man¬ 
ner  possible.  A  measure  of  prevention  that  has  already  been  instituted 
by  several  of  the  states  is  a  law  concerning  the  marriage  of  the  epilep¬ 
tic  and  feeble-minded.  Action  on  a  similar  law  should  be  urged  on 
our  legislature  at  its  next  session.  It  is  also  urged  that  a  law  be  passed 
whereby  persons  committed  to  this  institution  can  be  held  under  more 
specific  terms  than  at  present  and  so  removing  the  danger  of  irrespons¬ 
ible  relatives  taking  from  the  care  of  the  Home  individuals  presumed 
to  be  fit  to  go  out. 


COST  OF  MAINTENANCE,  NEW  CONSTRUCTION,  FURNISHING. 

The  net  cost  of  maintenance,  per  capita,  decreases  as  the  number  of 
inmates  increase  and  compares  most  favorably  in  this  respect  with 
other  institutions  in  the  country.  The  cost  of  new  construction,  per 
capita,  has  been  less  than  $200.00  with  the  exception  of  the  Custodial 
Cottage,  which  has  a  special  dining  room.  The  low  cost  is  largely  due 
to  the  crowding  of  an  excess  of  numbers  in  each  cottage,  for  the  build¬ 
ings  are  substantially  and  creditably  built,  excepting  the  first  two  erect¬ 
ed.  The  per  capita  cost  of  furnishing  has  not  exceeded  $20.00,  an  aston¬ 
ishingly  low  figure. 


EDUCATION. 

The  value  of  school  work  for  the  imbecile  and  for  the  epileptic  is  be¬ 
yond  question,  for  we  see  its  good  results  daily,  especially  when  com¬ 
parison  is  made  with  the  same  type  of  case  admitted  when  too  old  for 
school  advantages,  and  the  one  who  has  passed  through  the  discipline, 
drill,  order  and  teaching  of  the  training  school.  One  is  listless,  aimless 
and  almost  useless,  the  other  has  the  habit  of  industry,  continuity  of 
action  and  selfhelpfulness.  The  school  work  is  eminently  practical  and 
the  varied  methods  employed  are  those  best  calculated  to  develop  to  its 
best  the  imperfect  brain  and  limited  faculties  and  bring  into  use  inco¬ 
ordinate  muscular  action.  It  is  apparent  therefore  that  educational 
training  to  best  develop  mind  and  body  must  be  largely  manual,  tending 
to  fit  the  individual  better  to  help  themselves  and  contribute  under  judi¬ 
cious  guidance  to  their  support.  The  epileptic  should  be  educated  to  the 
same  end,  and  the  attainment  of  a  common  school  education  is,  in  the 
main,  all  that  is  required.  It  has  been  shown  that  more  than  fifty  per 
cent  of  the  adults  of  the  higher  grades  who  have  been  under  training 
since  childhood  are  capable  of  doing,  under  intelligent  supervision,  a 
sufficient  amount  of  work  to  pay  for  their  support  either  in  an  institu¬ 
tion  or  at  home.  If  selected  cases  were  alone  admitted  there  is  no  ques¬ 
tion  as  to  the  possibility  of  making  an  institution  self  supporting. 

The  following  is  the  schedule  of  the  school  organization : 

Pupils  in  school,  184 ;  low  grade  class,  33. 

Reading,  spelling,  writing,  occupation,  singing,  instrumental  num¬ 
bers,  language,  nature  study,  geography,  history,  drawing,  cutting, 
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fancy  sewing,  knitting,  embroidery,  lace  making,  rug  making,  hammock 
making,  net  making,  weaving,  sloyd.  Amusements  and  evening  enter¬ 
tainments  are  given  weekly  during  the  school  term,  and  camping  and 
other  outdoor  sports  and  games  in  the  summer.  All  holidays  are  ob¬ 
served  with  appropriate  ceremonies  and  Sunday  school  and  Chapel  ser¬ 
vice  each  Sunday.  Midway  in  their  period  of  school  training  the  pupil  is 
taken  for  a  half  day  of  work  in  the  various  departments  of  the  Home 
life,  so  that  when  the  school  has  done  all  possible  the  individual  is 
placed  where  he  is  best  adapted  to  work  out  his  probation  of  life. 


OCCUPATION. 

Useful  labor  is  the  main  source  of  happiness  in  the  Home  as  in  the 
world  at  large,  and  to  this  end  the  efforts  of  the  training  school  are 
directed.  Our  facilities  are  not  yet  adequate  for  the  employment  of 
many  in  a  variety  of  shop  work,  but  we  are  developing  them  as  fast 
as  our  efforts  and  means  will  permit.  The  imbecile  and  epileptic  can 
be  found  working  side  by  side  in  every  department — in  the  sewing  room, 
laundry,  dining  room,  housework,  kitchen  and  as  assistants  to  nurses 
in  the  care  of  sick.  On  the  farm  and  in  the  garden  in  the  care  of  stock 
and  dairy  work  a  number  of  our  older  boys,  and  men  are  employed.  Oth¬ 
ers  are  employed  in  the  care  of  lawns,  roads  and  general  improvements 
of  the  grounds,  in  the  power  house,  furnace  room,  carpenter  shop,  paint 
shop,  mattress  shop,  plumbers  and  engineers  department,  stores  depart¬ 
ment  and  in  new  constructive  work.  It  is  hoped  that  ere  long  all  the 
brick  used  in  building  can  be  made  here,  the  labor  performed  by  our 
inmates. 


EARLY  ADMISSION. 

Early  admission  is  very  important  and  no  rule  as  to  age  limit  should 
be  in  force,  for  epilepsy  is  essentially  a  disease  of  early  life  and  its 
tendency  is  to  become  quickly  and  firmly  established  so  that  good  re¬ 
sults  are  most  likely  obtained  by  early  treatment.  In  systematic  and 
early  training  discipline  and  often  medical  and  surgical  treatment  will, 
in  the  main,  give  the  best  results  for  betterment  of  the  imbecile. 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  THE  PAST  TWO  YEARS. 

The  opening  of  Cottage  “D”  early  in  the  year  of  1901  and  Cottage  “E” 
September  1st  of  the  same  year  increased  our  capacity  by  two  hundred. 
The  first  mentioned  building  gives  housing  to  males  of  adult  age,  the 
number  being  equally  divided  between  the  epileptics  and  the  non-epilep¬ 
tics,  an  arrangement  that  is  open  to  criticism  possibly,  and  which  can 
only  be  obviated  by  more  buildings.  In  Cottage  “E,”  devoted  to  the  care 
of  the  lowest  grade,  were  placed  per  force  of  circumstances  both  sexes 
and  all  ages,  a  most  deplorable  state  of  things.  TTntil  the  building  was 
available  the  idiot  was  dispersed  about  among  the  brighter  class  of 
children.  The  completion  of  the  cottage  made  it  possible  to  grade  out 
a  large  number,  and  so  many  cases  of  both  sexes  needed  the  care  that 
could  be  best  given  in  a  building  of  this  kind,  it  was  thought  wise  to 
make  such  an  arrangement  until  relief  wras  afforded  by  another  build¬ 
ing.  Many  reasons  are  apparent  to  even  the  casual  reader  why  this 
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scheme  is  objectionable,  beside  the  one  of  increased  cost,  for  both  sexes 
of  help  must  be  here  employed.  The  cost  of  this  cottage  $250.00  per 
capita,  is  in  excess  of  the  others,  but  this  is  largely  due  to  the  dining¬ 
rooms  that  are  not  added  to  the  other  buildings.  The  completion  of  the 
electric  plant  within  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  enables  us  to  fur¬ 
nish  our  own  light  to  every  department,  including  the  farm  group  of 
buildings,  and  electric  power  and  heat  for  the  laundry.  Use  is  also 
made  of  the  current  to  pump  water  from  Farmers  Creek  to  a  large  tank 
where  it  is  distributed  for  boiler,  laundry  and  general  washing  purposes. 
Previous  to  this,  artesian  well  water  furnished  by  the  City  of  Lapeer 
was  used,  but  it  was  so  heavily  loaded  with  mineral  salts  that  it  was 
both  destructive  to  our  plant  and  a  great  source  of  annoyance.  Our 
completed  steam  plant  is  very  satisfactory  indeed,  it  is  modern  and  effi¬ 
cient  and  the  utilization  of  the  exhaust  steam  in  heating  is  a  most  eco¬ 
nomical  feature.  The  cold  storage  building  and  bake  shop  were  also 
fully  equipped  with  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  and  are 
important  additions  to  our  equipment  for  practical  work. 

The  farm  cottage  opened  this  summer  gives  room  for  a  dozen  working 
boys,  besides  comfortably  housing  the  farmer  and  his  assistants.  The 
repairs  to  cottages  “A”  and  “ B ”  have  made  them  fairly  good  buildings, 
but  many  more  changes  might  be  made,  advantageously,  for  they  do  not 
have  the  substantiability  of  structure  that  is  found  in  the  others  of  the 
group.  The  old  boiler  house  was  repaired  and  made  into  a  good  build¬ 
ing,  that  is  now  used  as  a  store  room  and  work  shop. 

A  large  acreage  was  cleared  during  the  winter  by  the  boys  and  in 
the  spring  considerable  land  was  cleared  of  old  stumps,  besides  much 
work  was  done  in  grading  and  improving  the  grove,  and  play  grounds. 
With  timber  hewn  during  the  winter  we  repaired  the  old  barns  and  built 
125  feet  of  coal  sheds.  The  storage  for  coal  is  still  limited  and  an  effort 
will  be  made  to  double  the  present  capacity.  As  our  new  boiler  house 
is  located  some  distance  from  the  old  site  it  became  necessary  to  move 
the  railway  siding  several  hundred  feet.  This  change  was  generously 
made  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  we  first  doing  the  grading. 

The  Administration  building  has  a  good  start  in  its  construction  and 
we  hope  to  utilize  this  important  and  needed  building  sometime  within 
the  coming  year. 


SPECIAL  APPROPRIATION  REQUIRED  FOR  1903-4  AND  1904-5. 

For  Cottages  .  $76,500  00 

Although  many  applications  are  on  file  and  additions  made  from 
day,  to  day,  but  comparatively  few  from  the  whole  number  filed  can  be 
admitted.  In  spite  of  the  large  number  taken  in  during  the  first  of  this 
biennial  period  more  applications  are  now  on  file  than  at  the  time  of 
opening  the  two  cottages.  It  would  seem  imperative  therefore  to  ask 
for  not  less  than  three  cottages  and  their  necessary  equipment,  for  be¬ 
fore  those  could  be  put  into  service  not  less  than  840  applicants  await¬ 
ing  admission  would  be  on  file.  One  of  these  buildings  would  be  built 
after  the  type  of  “E”  Cottage  and  would  care  for  one  hundred  idiots  of 
which  we  have  fifty  more  than  the  new  building  will  accommodate.  The 
other  two  cottages  after  the  style  of  “D”  Cottage  would  finish  out  our 
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male  group  of  buildings,  and  allow  us  to  separate  definitely  all  the 
males  and  females.  It  would  enable  us  to  classify  for  age,  mental  con¬ 
dition,  and  type. 


FOR  FURNISHING— $8,600.00. 

Even  though  specific  items  are  not  given  in  detail,  accurate  estimate 
can  always  be  made  as  to  the  amount  of  money  required,  be  it  for  build¬ 
ings  or  furnishings  by  the  given  per  capita  rate.  A  reasonable  per 
capita  rate  for  furnishing  is  $30.00,  heretofore  we  have  furnished  at 
about  $20.00  and  it  has  always  been  insufficient.  With  the  exception 
of  the  Custodial  Cottage  asked  for,  which  has  in  addition  a  dining  room 
making  the  per  capita  cost  of  furnishing  $38.00.  The  other  two  build¬ 
ings  would  have  a  $24.00  per  capita  cost. 


ENLARGING  HOSPITAL  BUILDING — $5,000.00. 

This  building  has  been  occupied  as  a  residence  by  the  Superintendent 
for  the  past  four  years,  and  by  the  completion  of  the  Administration 
building  it  will  be  left  vacant.  As  it  is  now  arranged  it  will  poorly  an¬ 
swer  the  purpose  of  a  hospital,  but  by  the  addition  proposed,  of  adding 
two  wings  and  a  few  interior  alterations  it  can  be  made  to  accommodate 
forty  patients  and  so  arranged  as  to  care  for  the  various  classes  of  acute, 
contagious  cases,  as  well  as  the  helpless  of  both  sexes  and  different  ages. 
A  suitable  operating  room  is  also  planned.  The  building  could  also  be 
used  to  quarantine  certain  new  inmates.  Our  present  facilities  for  the 
care  of  the  sick  are  extremely*  meagre,  compelling  us  to  keep  many  dis¬ 
tressing  cases  in  the  dormitories  of  the  cottages. 


SCHOOL  BUILDING  AND  FURNISHING— $25,500.00. 

We  directed  your  attention  to  the  need  of  a  school  building,  in  each 
successive  report,  but  the  need  is  now  greater  than  ever  on  account 
of  the  large  number  of  children  in  the  institution,  many  of  whom  can¬ 
not  be  given  the  training  to  which  they  are  entitled.  For  want  of  proper 
room  we  cannot  do  creditable  work  as  a  school  or  carry  out  the  spirit  of 
the  law  as  set  forth,  without  proper  facilities.  No  other  institution  in 
the  country  has  such  poor  school  departments  as  ours,  in  fact  we  are 
using  rooms  that  properly  belong  to  two  cottages  and  cannot  be  spared 
without  great  inconvenience.  The  appropriation  asked  for  will  con¬ 
struct  the  building  and  furnish  it  complete,  giving  us  a  structure  that 
will  be  a  credit  to  the  state. 


CHAPEL  AND  AMUSEMENT  HALL  FURNISHED— $15,000.00. 

In  our  last  report  we  earnestly  urged  that  provision  be  asked  for  this 
building,  the  purpose  for  which  it  will  be  used  are  vitally  essential. 
We  can  no  longer  accommodate,  in  the  present  place  used,  our  increased 
number  of  inmates — hence  much  disappointment  and  dissatisfaction,  be¬ 
sides  the  room  used  for  this  purpose,  being  a  bed-room  floor  it  occupies 
much  needed  space  and  withal  is  inconveniently  and  absuredly  located 
for  a  general  hall. 
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FURNISHING  ADMINISTRATION  BUILDING— $8,500.00. 

Set  forth  in  detail  elsewhere,  is  shown  what  is  required  for  furnishing 
this  building.  As  this  is  essentially  a  public  building  we  believe  it 
should  be  well  and  substantially  equipped  with  such  furniture  and  fix¬ 
ture  as  are  of  good  and  lasting  quality,  rather  than  gaudy,  and  to  this 
end  I  have  labored  in  making  the  required  estimate. 


TWO  150  H.  P.  BOILERS  AND  SETTING— $7,500.00. 

One  of  the  essentials  in  making  additions  to  our  institution  is  ade¬ 
quate  steam  and  power  facilities.  The  contemplated  buildings  will  re¬ 
quire  the  purchase  of  two  more  boilers — duplication  of  one  of  the  pairs 
now  in  use,  and  will  require  the  amount  of  money  asked  for. 


ENLARGING  BOILER  HOUSE— $7,000.00. 

The  boiler  house  is  rather  small  for  its  present  holdings  and  was  not 
finished  as  it  should  have  been,  owing  to  the  very  small  appropriation 
made  for  its  construction.  The  amount  asked  is  small  for  the  contem¬ 
plated  addition  to  it  in  which  to  install  two  more  boilers.  The  build¬ 
ing  covers  an  excavation  of  eighteen  feet  in  depth,  and  besides  the  out¬ 
side  walls  must  be  skirted  with  an  added  area  way  six  feet  wide,  whose 
sides  are  solidly  walled  with  stone  work.  This  is  to  drain,  give  light  and 
air,  as  well  as  a  safe  retreat  in  case  of  accident  to  the  steam  apparatus. 


EXTENDING  TUNNEL  AND  STEAM  MAINS  TO  PROPOSED  BUILDINGS— $3,000.00. 

This  is  duplication  work  of  a  structure  in  use  and  the  estimate  is 
based  on  its  cost  by  our  Superintendent  of  Construction. 


FARM  SHED,  TOOL  HOL'SE,  AND  CHICKEN  HOUSE— $1,000.00. 

This  amount  will  enable  us  to  build  what  is  required  for  our  present 
needs  in  this  line.  A  good  chicken  house  is  an  economical  farm  need 
and  properly  equipped  and  stocked  would  raise  all  the  poultry  and  eggs 
for  the  use  of  the  institution. 


GRADING,  FENCING,  WALK,  AND  ORNAMENTATION. 

But  a  very  small  amount  of  grading  has  been  done  heretofore,  owing 
to  lack  of  appropriations,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  roads.  A  plat 
of  the  grounds  has  been  made  by  a  first  class  landscape  gardener  and 
from  this  we  make  our  estimate  for  a  portion  of  the  work  to  be  done. 
The  amount  may  seem  to  be  large,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
thirty  acres  of  iand  immediately  surrounding  the  buildings  is  bare  and 
barren.  Its  rolling  contour  could  be  made  a  place  of  beauty  and  it  is  a 
pity  to  neglect  it  longer.  Much  of  this  work  could  be  done  with  the  help 
of  our  inmates  if  supplied  with  material  and  tools.  The  list  of  trees 
and  shrubs  is  taken  from  the  specifications  of  our  plan,  by  the  gardener. 
The  mile  of  road  is  about  one  third  of  the  total  amount  shown  on  the 
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plan  and  is  such  as  would  be  used  to  reach  our  buildings.  The  fencing 
is  all  line  fence  on  the  main  road  and  the  cement  walk  would  replace  the 
worn  out  plank  walk. 


DRILLING  WELLS  AND  INSTALLING  PUMP  OUTFIT. 

For  the  past  two  years  we  have  bought  Lapeer  City  water  by  meter 
and  although  we  pump  the  water  used  by  boilers,  laundry  and  baths  a 
large  amount  is  paid  annually  to  the  city  for  water.  This  expenditure 
would  in  a  few  years  pay  for  our  own  plant  and  we  believe  the  above 
amount  would  be  a  good  investment  for  the  State. 


FIRE  PROTECTION. 

This  amount  would  with  close  economy  install  a  stand  pipe  and  hose 
attachment  in  each  of  our  buildings,  provided  the  work  was  done  by  our 
engineers  staff.  We  have  a  poor  outfit  in  case  of  fire  and  even  with  the 
city’s  help,  being  two  miles  away,  would  be  in  danger  of  destruction. 
I  believe  this  is  one  of  our  most  urgent  needs. 


FARM  DRAIN  TILE— $500.00. 

This  will  replace  old  drains  that  are  of  no  service  and  make  several 
acres  of  new  land  available  for  use.  The  measurements  and  cost  are 
based  on  a  survey  made  a  few  days  ago. 


SEWER  EXTENSION— $1,800.00. 

This  estimate  was  made  by  our  Superintendent  of  Construction  and 
will  be  the  amount  required  in  making  extensions  and  connections  to 
the  buildings  contemplated  in  this  report. 

But  a  few  statistical  tables  from  a  part  of  this  report  and  are  such 
as  contain  practical  information,  as  we  feel  that  lengthy  tables  of  sta¬ 
tistics  are  not  appreciated.  We  trust,  however,  the  appended  articles 
on  the  care  and  training  of  the  feeble-minded  and  the  treatment  of  the 
epileptic  will  afford  the  reader  such  information  as  may  be  desired. 

No  changes  of  any  importance  have  occurred  during  the  period  just 
closed.  Our  plan  has  been  a  success,  in  making  each  cottage  a  distinct 
home  with  its  own  head.  The  Training  School  continues  to  do  good 
work  and  the  general  work  of  the  institution  has  been  harmonious  and 
progressive  and  to  the  good  work  of  my  associates  and  assistants,  who 
have  conscientiously  borne  their  share  of  the  daily  cares  I  owe  no  small 
measure  of  gratitude  for  success  attained.  The  kindly  support  and  con¬ 
sideration  that  I  have  always  received  from  you  has  been  an  aid  to  me 
in  the  work  of  my  office,  and  for  which  I  wish  to  thank  you.

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THE  FEEBLE-MINDED. 


The  care  and  training  of  the  feeble-minded  dates  back  scarcely  fifty 
years,  though  the  recognition  of  idiocy  and  mental  defect  and  the  need 
of  segregation  of  so  harmful  a  class  to  society  dates  back  fifty  more. 
The  work  was  first  begun  in  a  small  way  in  a  private  institution,  and  the 
pioneer  a  young  French  physician,  who  later  became  renowned  as  a 
teacher  and  author.  With  this  beginning  the  work  rapidly  gained  state 
recognition,  until  we  have  twenty  states  supporting  institutions  for  the 
care  and  training  of  the  imbecile.  It  has  always  been  a  slow  task  to 
Impress  the  community  with  the  now  proven  fact  that  they  can  be 
educated,  trained,  and  many  of  them  made  self-supporting  under  direc¬ 
tion.  It  is  not  intended  to  supply  faculties  already  wanting  or  remove 
entirely  mental  and  physical  distortions,  but  to  train  their  limited  brain 
endowment  and  improve  physical  incoordination,  that  they  may  become 
less  a  burden  and  more  an  independent  being,  though  lack  in  judgment, 
mental  coordination,  and  propulsion  of  energies  along  the  lines  of  great¬ 
est  results.  That  this  work  is  a  success  as  far  as  these  propositions  are 
concerned,  hardly  needs  an  emphasis  from  me.  The  results  accom¬ 
plished  by  the  various  institutions,  both  in  this  country  and  abroad, 
affirm  it,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  short-sightedness  of  the  powers  that  be 
to  properly  and  economically  equip  these  institutions  for  the  best  re¬ 
sults. 

The  census  of  1890  shows  a  total  of  95,571  feeble-minded  persons  in 
the  United  States.  It  is  certain  that  this  enumeration  did  not  include 
many  cases  where  the  parents  were  unwilling  to  admit  the  mental  de¬ 
fect  of  their  children,  or  where  the  defect  was  not  recognized.  Over  2,400 
were  enumerated  in  this  State  alone. 

I  am  confident  that  if  every  case  was  included  there  would  be  at  least 
two  to  every  one  thousand  of  the  population  in  this  State. 

Among  this  vast  number  are  included  all  degrees  and  types  of  con¬ 
genital  mental  defect,  from  that  of  the  backward  boy  or  girl  but  little 
below  the  normal  standard  of  intelligence,  to  the  profound  idiot,  a  help¬ 
less,  speechless,  disgusting  burden,  with  every  degree  of  deficiency  be¬ 
tween  these  extremes.  The  lack  may  be  so  slight  as  to  involve  only  the 
ability  to  properly  decide  questions  of  social  propriety  or  conduct,  or 
simple  questions  of  morality,  or  it  may  profoundly  affect  every  faculty. 
In  theory  the  difference  between  these  various  degrees  of  deficiency  are 
marked  and  distinct,  while  in  practice  the  lines  of  separation  are  en¬ 
tirely  indefinite. 

Idiocy  may  be  defined  as  a  mental  deficiency  depending  upon  imperfect 
development  or  disease  of  the  nervous  system,  occurring  before,  at,  or 
after  birth,  previous  to  evolution  of  the  mental  faculties.  That  is,’  an 
idiot  was  born  one  or  became  one  in  early  childhood.  An  insane  person 
is  one  where  the  more  or  less  developed  mind  is  afterwards  impaired  or 
lost.  In  other  words,  insanity  presupposes  a  perfect  previous  mentality. 
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Our  knowledge  of  physiology  and  pathology  teach  us  that  mental  de¬ 
ficiency  generally,  if  not  always,  is  the  result  of  definite  cerebral  abnor¬ 
mality  or  defect,  or  the  result  of  actual  disease  or  damage  to  some  part 
of  the  central  nervous  system. 

There  may  be  absence,  deficiency  or  excess  of  certain  brain  tissues  or 
convolutions;  perhaps  a  hardening  or  softening  of  certain  areas,  or  even 
a  cavity  resulting  from  destructive  disease  of  some  portion  of  the  brain. 
In  other  cases  the  microscope  may  show  that  the  ultimate  brain  cells  are 
few  in  number,  incomplete  in  structure,  or  perhaps  are  not  properly 
connected  with  other  cells  or  groups  of  cells. 

In  a  certain  sense  each  area  of  the  cortex,  the  gray  matter  of  the 
brain,  probably  has  a  certain  definite  function.  We  know,  for  instance, 
the  exact  localization  of  the  brain  center  presiding  over  movements  of 
the  various  parts  of  the  body — the  sense  of  sight,  hearing,  smell,  etc. 
But  memory,  attention,  volition  and  the  reasoning  power  never  have 
been  localized  even  approximately.  Indeed*  it  is  now  believed  that  the 
higher  intellectual  processes  are  the  result  of  exceedingly  complex  asso¬ 
ciation  and  combination  of  perhaps  widely  separated  cortical  cells  or 
groups  of  cells,  and  that  the  mental  capacity  of  a  given  individual  de¬ 
pends  largely  upon  his  relative  ability  to  make  these  combinations. 

Thus  mental  lack  may  depend  upon  absence  of  brain  cells,  inferior, 
damaged  or  undeveloped  cells,  or  incompleteness  or  disease  of  the  inde¬ 
scribably  delicate  and  intricate  association  fibres  that  bind  together  the 
different  parts  of  the  brain. 

These  causative  pathological  conditions  may  have  their  origin  early  in 
fetal  or  may  occur  at  birth  or  in  early  childhood.  The  period  when 
they  occur,  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  abnormality,  determine  the 
nature  and  degree  of  the  resulting  mental  deficiency  and  the  possibili¬ 
ties  of  improvement. 

It  is  evident  that  mental  deficiency  resulting  from  incurable  organic 
defect  or  disease  is  practically  a  permanent  condition.  In  the  light  of 
our  present  knowledge,  no  idiot  or  feeble-minded  person  ever  was  or 
can  be  “cured.”  It  is  a  question  of  how  much  improvement  is  possible 
in  a  given  case. 

The  typical  idiot  cannot  speak  a  word,  does  not  understand  what  is 
said  to  him,  cannot  attend  to  his  bodily  wants,  cannot  feed  or  dress  him¬ 
self;  in  fact,  is  as  helpless  as  an  infant.  Happily  this  condition  is  com¬ 
paratively  rare.  Nearly  alwTays  there  is  a  complete  outline  of  all  the 
faculties.  Compared  with  the  intellect  of  the  normal  person,  it  is  a 
difference  of  degree  and  not  of  kind,  literally  “Feeble-Minded.” 

The  education  of  the  imbecile  is,  then,  only  to  dvelop  his  highest 
sphere  of  usefulness.  This  must  not  be  interpreted  as  giving  hope  of 
any  pronounced  advancement  in  scholarly  attainments.  They  may  reach 
a  fair  proficiency^  in  the  branches  taught  in  the  intermediate  grades  of 
the  common  school.  But  more  important  still  is  their  education  in 
color,  form  and  muscular  control,  in  which  they  are  so  sadly  deficient, 
and  without  wThich  their  training  for  future  usefulness  would  be  entirely 
impracticable.  The  education  of  the  imbecile  is  one  of  the  notions 
which  prompted  the  foundation  of  the  Home,  and  they  are  being  largely 
realized.  The  relief  of  over-burdened  families  is  not  the  least  of  the 
three  objects,  for  in  a  family  an  idiot  child  not  only  takes  the  major 
portion  of  the  mother’s  time,  but  robs  the  other  children  of  the  care 
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which  is  their  due,  and  such  deprivations  must  influence  their  future  ca¬ 
reer,  to  the  direct  injury  of  society.  In  an  institution  one  employe  takes 
care,  on  an  average  of  seven  or  more  of  these  afflicted  ones.  Thus  giving 
the  time  and  labor  of  the  relieved  mothers  to  their  families  and  to  so¬ 
ciety,  if  it  does  not  put  in  service  a  wage  earner,  he  has  heretofore  been 
a  public  charge.  The  third  object  is  the  curtailment  of  the  increase  of 
the  feeble-minded  and  epileptic  by  the  present  sequestration  of  the  feeble¬ 
minded  woman  of  child-bearing  age.  No  one  marries  so  early  and  so 
often  as  a  high-grade  imbecile  woman,  as  it  is  often  the  only  means 
of  securing  support.  Besides,  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  among 
this  class  is  startling.  At  present  about  sixty  of  this  class  of  girls 
many  of  whom  have  already  fallen  victims  of  their  lack  of  moral  sense 
and  mental  strength,  are  securely  sheltered  in  the  care  of  the  Home,  liv¬ 
ing  useful  lives  in  caring  for  the  weaker  classes,  with  all  their  simple 
wants  supplied.  Their  mother  instinct  is  satisfied  by  the  care  of  the 
little  ones  in  the  children’s  department,  and  injudicious  marriage,  with 
its  defective  fruits,  safely  beyond  their  reach. 

We  can  divide  our  inmates  into  two  general  divisions — custodial  and 
school  cases.  The  former  require  constant  oversight  and  care,  being 
unable  to  attend  to  their  own  wants.  The  latter  class  are  teachable,  and 
are  scattered  through  the  schools  and  industrial  classes.  A  consider¬ 
able  number  of  these  children  attend  school  part  of  the  day  and  the 
other  part  are  engaged  in  work. 

In  classifying  our  children  more  definitely  we  have  adopted  the  school 
classification  as  more  accurate  and  satisfactory  than  any  other.  This 
comprises,  first,  the  imbeciles  of  high,  middle  and  low  grades,  all  of 
whom  are  teachable  to  a  greater  or  less  extent.  Second,  idiots,  excit¬ 
able  or  apathetic,  who  lack  intelligence  to  attend  to  their  simplest  wants 
and  are  not  improveable  to  any  marked  extent.  Between  these  two 
groups  we  find  children  who  have  advanced  a  little  mentally,  but  have 
soon  reached  their  limit  and  remain  stationary,  who  are  termed  idio- 
imbeciles. 

The  imbecile  classes  are  not  only  teachable,  but  may  be  often  made 
exceedingly  useful  in  occupations  which  are  carefully  selected  as  best 
adapted  to  their  most  fully  developed  faculties.  In  the  brief  time  the 
Home  has  been  organized,  and  with  its  meagre  equipment  for  teaching 
manual  employments,  girls  and  boys  have  been  taught  along  these  lines 
only  to  a  limited  extent  with  the  means  at  hand,  and  we  can  in  no  wav 
compare  our  work  or  results  with  many  of  the  older  and  better  equipped 
institutions. 

The  extension  of  our  farm  work  is  probably  the  most  promising  of 
all  occupations,  for  our  children  appear  especially  adapted  to  this,  the 
simplest  and  most  primitive  of  all  occupations. 

This  article  is  largely  a  compilation  from  a  most  excellent  paper  pre¬ 
sented  by  a  prominent  teacher  and  specialist  in  this  work. 
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THE  EPILEPTIC. 


The  State  can  provide  for  no  more  deserving  class  than  epileptics, 
and  it  is  a  question  receiving  serious  and  increased  consideration. 
“There  can  be  no  higher  aim  or  purpose  than  to  relieve  suffering,  elevate 
and  purify  society,  and  lessen  pauperism  and  crime.”  This  the  State 
can  do  by"  making  wide  and  extended  provision  for  this  class  of  unfor¬ 
tunates,  none  other  of  which  appeal  more  strongly  to  public  sympathy. 
They  need  not  only  protection  and  care,  but  by  reason  of  the  nature  of 
their  malady  and  their  great  number,  are  a  disturbing  and  dangerous 
element. 

The  colony  plan  is  the  only  one  that  promises  the  relief  that  should  be 
extended  to  this  class  of  persons,  as  proved  not  only  by  the  success  of 
the  large  colony  at  Bielefield,  Germany,  but  by  those  in  our  country, 
namely,  Sonyea,  New  York,  and  Gallapolis,  Ohio.  The  states  of  New 
Jersey,  Illinois,  Pennsylvania,  California  and  Missouri  have  also  started 
colonies.  Our  State,  with  its  successful  beginning,  should  at  once  adopt 
the  colony  plan,  for,  as  shown  by  the  Massachusetts  institution  for  fee¬ 
ble-minded,  it  is  equally  adapted  for  the  trained  imbeciles. 

The  colony  provides  for  the  four  great  needs  of  epileptics: 

First — Schools  where  they  may  attain  any  degree  in  education. 

Second — Industrial  training  of  all  kinds,  for  there  is  no  vocation 
which  some  epileptics  may  not  follow. 

Third — A  home  when  all  other  doors  are  closed  to  them. 

Fourth — To  see  that  each  and  every  case  is  carefully  studied  and 
treated  by  the  best  scientific  methods  the  world  affords. 

The  estimate  of  one  epileptic  to  every  five  hundred  of  our  whole  pop¬ 
ulation  is  rather  under  than  over  the  number.  About  ten  per  cent  of  this 
number  are  insane  and  probably  twenty  per  cent  imbecile  or  idiotic. 
This  would  leave  one  sane  epileptic  without  serious  mental  impairment 
to  every  700  of  the  population,  who,  except  for  their  fits,  which  render 
them  unconscious  for  a  few  seconds  or  minutes  at  uncertain  intervals, 
would  be  able  to  lead  normal  lives. 

“Epilepsy  is  a  peculiar  disease,  characterized  by  loss  of  consciousness 
and  a  convulsion.  The  fit  or  epileptic  seizure  recurs  from  time  to  time 
any  may  last  from  a  few  seconds  to  a  few  minutes,  sometimes  longer. 
Some  patients  have  fits  every  day  or  oftener,  some  once  a  week,  some 
once  a  month,  some  only  once  or  twice  a  year.  It  is  only  during  the  fits 
that  they  are  incapacitated.  At  other  times  they  are  well  and  strong  and 
healthy  looking,  and  quite  as  able  to  work  and  study  as  are  other  people. 
But  no  matter  how  they  may  be  endowed  mentally,  or  with  grace  of 
person,  their  lives  are  under  a  deep  shadow.  Every  avenue  to  progress 
and  development  is  closed  to  them.  If,  as  in  the  case  of  one-half  of  all 
who  have  epilepsy,  the  attacks  begin  in  early  childhood,  they  are  not 
admitted  to  the  public  schools,  and  unless  they  have  other  means  of  pro¬ 
curing  an  education,  must  grow  up  in  total  or  comparative  ignorance. 
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They  are  denied  employment  because  nobody  will  have  them  when  it  is 
known  they  have  fits.  If  they  attend  church  or  any  place  of  public 
amusement  they  cause  confusion  and  alarm.  They  are  a  burden  to 
their  friends,  associates  and  to  the  community  in  which  they  live.  They 
are  also  in  constant  danger  of  accident  from  falling.  Debarred  from 
all  the  privileges  of  society,  always  in  danger,  leading  lives  of  idleness, 
often  with  no  one  to  direct  them,  it  is  not  surprising  that  many  fall 
into  evil  ways.  Robbed  of  the  privileges  of  cultivation,  an  undeveloped 
moral  sense  allows  the  baser  nature  to  gain  complete  domination,  and 
an  otherwise  useful  life  is  spent  in  immorality  and  crime.” 

About  forty  per  cent  of  epileptics  have  a  bad  or  neurotic  heritage; 
many  marry  and  beget  children  who  in  turn  multiply  a  defective  and 
degenerate  class,  thereby  increasing  the  public  burden  and  swelling  the 
non-productive  and  criminal  ranks. 

“Back  over  a  period  of  three  hundred  years  into  the  history  and 
treatment  of  epilepsy,  shows  one  or  two  in  one  hundred  have  been 
known  to  recover ;  but  in  the  present  life  of  advanced  intelligence  a  very 
gratifying  change  has  taken  place  and  this  unfortunate  class  of  hu¬ 
manity,  under  the  training  and  treatment  of  our  colony  system,  can  be 
remolded  and  made  orderly  and  useful  members  of  the  community.” 

It  is  no  longer  an  experiment,  and  as  a  result  of  these  advanced 
methods  they  not  only  become  a  happy,  self-supporting  people,  but  from 
six  to  ten  per  cent  recover,  and  from  sixty  to  seventy  per  cent  can,  if 
taken  in  time,  be  made  to  live  comparatively  comfortable  lives.  A  predis¬ 
position  by  heredity  would  seem  to  be  essential  or  present  in  order  that 
certain  factors  should  be  causative  of  the  disease,  for  nearly  eighty-five 
per  cent  of  all  cases  occur  before  the  twentieth  year,  beginning  with 
birth.  Sixteen  per  cent  of  these  develop  before  the  end  of  the  third  year. 
As  hereditary  factors  in  the  family  that  predispose  to  the  disease,  named 
in  the  order  of  their  importance  we  have  (according  to  good  authority) 
epilepsy,  alcoholism,  insanity  and  tuberculosis.  Immediate  exciting 
causes  that  may  produce  the  disease  without  having  a  weak  heredity,  but 
acting  more  surely  if  such  preparation  has  been  made,  are:  internal  vio¬ 
lence — such  as  hemorrhage  in  or  on  the  brain;  psychic — such  as  shock 
from  any  cause;  chemical — such  as  the  presence  of  toxins  in  the  gastro 
intestinal  canal.  Discrimination  must  be  made  between  convulsions  and 
true  epilepsy.  A  fit,  so  called,  or  a  series  of  them,  do  not  constitute 
epilepsy;  rarely  the  disease  may  exist  without  the  typical  expression  by  a 
seizure.  Pressure  upon  brain  tissue  either  from  external  violence  or 
hemorrhage  within  the  brain  or  beneath  its  coverings  may  produce  con¬ 
vulsions  that  are  epileptic  in  character  only,  but  such  causes  acting,  with¬ 
out  relief,  long  enough  to  produce  destructive  changes  in  the  brain  tissue 
involved  may  produce  the  disease;  this  is  also  true  of  toxic  agencies, 
introduced  into  the  system  from  without,  or  generated  in  the  body.  The 
disease  has  been  caused  by  the  very  force  of  psychic  violence,  such  as 
sudden  fright.  The  knowledge  of  the  pathology  of  epilepsy  is  indefinite, 
a  variety  of  opinions  have  been  held,  but  a  recent  deduction  by  Dr.  Ford 
Robertson  would  seem  to  have  some  parallel  in  this  dread  disease;  that 
“the  larger  number  of  cases  of  insanity  are  not  primarily  diseases  of  the 
brain,  but  are  due  to  the  action  of  toxins  in  the  cortical  neurons,  by  dis¬ 
ordering  their  metabolism,  and  often  permanently  damaging  and  even 
destroying  large  numbers  of  them.” 
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Treatment  in  the  pronounced  form  of  the  disease  is  disappointing, 
either  by  medical  or  surgical  means,  though  relief  has  been  afforded  in 
many  cases  by  these  means.  Most  of  the  cases  sent  here  have  been 
damaged  beyond  help  by  the  dire  ravages  of  the  disease,  and  can  only 
be  made  comfortable  and  safe;  as  remedies  coupled  with  dietary  regula¬ 
tions  and  exercise  are  possible.  The  children  show  more  conclusively 
good  results  from  well  selected  remedies,  diet,  regular  habits,  occupation 
and  school  discipline,  hence  the  importance  of  admission  in  the  beginning 
of  the  disease.  As  by  far  the  largest  number  affected  are  children,  who, 
come  under  the  care  of  the  family  physician  he  has  the  opportunity  when 
the  possibility  of  cure  is  greatest.  The  benefit  of  institution  care  and 
treatment  supplements  the  medical  treatment,  by  such  needful  facilities 
that  it  is  difficult  to  command  in  the  patient’s  home. 

Epileptics  are  ever  eager  to  find  relief  for  their  malady  and  many  of 
them  resort  to  patent  and  quack  nostrums,  these  remedies  are  advertised 
in  nearly  all  the  newspapers  and  magazines  of  the  country  and  are 
emphatic  in  their  declarations  to  cure  the  patient  free  (a  good  round  sum 
for  the  miserable  decoction  excepted)  some  of  them  suppress  the  attacks 
for  a  time  as  many  other  means  will  also,  viz. :  shock,  change  of  residence 
to  distant  localities  and  changes  of  medicines.  Some  of  the  advertised 
remedies  contain  powerful  drugs  and  left  to  the  eagerness  of  the  patient 
and  unskilled  hands,  are  poisonous.  Suppression  of  the  malady  is  not 
cure  and  I  have  never  known  a  case  to  receive  permanent  relief  by  the  aid 
of  those  nostrums. 
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EXAMINATION  OF  THE  PLANS 

FOR  A  PROPOSED  FARM  HOUSE  AND  FOR  A  PROPOSED  COW  SHED,  FOR  THE 
MICHIGAN  HOME  FOR  FEEBLE-MINDED  AND  EPILEPTIC,  LAPEER. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  held  at  Lansing, 
June  12,  1901,  the  plans  for  a  proposed  new  farm  house  and  for  a  pro¬ 
posed  new  cow  shed  for  the  Michigan  Home  for  Feeble-Minded  and 
Epileptic,  Lapeer,  were  examined  in  accordance  with  Section  2229,  Com¬ 
piled  Laws  of  1897  (Section  15,  Public  Health  Laws,  1899). 

The  members  concurring  in  the  opinion  herein  expressed  were:  Hon. 
Frank  Wells,  president;  Hon.  Henry  A.  Haigli,  Prof.  Victor  C.  Vaughan 
and  Henry  B.  Baker,  secretary. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Polglase,  medical  superintendent,  and  W.  H.  Brundage, 
superintendent  of  construction,  were  present  to  explain  the  plans. 

The  plans  for  a  farm  house  contemplate  the  erection  of  a  building  for 
the  use  of  the  farm  manager  and  family  and  for  such  of  the  inmates  of 
the  home  as  may  be  required  to  work  on  the  farm,  and  consists  of  a  parlor, 
sitting  room,  two  dining  rooms,  kitchen  and  wash  room  on  the  first  floor, 
and  three  bed  rooms,  dormitory  and  bath  room  on  second  floor. 

It  is  proposed  to  heat  the  rooms  by  direct-indirect  radiators  placed 
under  the  windows. 

Vent  flues  for  the  removal  of  vitiated  air  are  to  be  provided  for  each 
occupied  room,  and  the  architect  stated  that  they  would  be  carried  separ¬ 
ately  to  the  attic,  and  there  grouped  and  carried  through  the  roof  in  two 
stacks.  It  is  recommended  that  each  ventilating  flue  be  carried  separately 
above  the  roof. 

The  seAvage  from  the  bath-room  and  kitchen  will  be  conveyed  in  iron 
pipes  outside  the  building  and  from  thence  to  the  creek. 

The  plans  for  the  cow  shed  contemplate  the  erection  of  a  building,  one 
story  in  height,  for  the  accommodation  of  sixty  head  of  cattle,  the  ventila¬ 
tion  to  be  affected  by  means  of  windows  made  to  open,  both  near  the  cattle 
and  also  in  the  roof  light  at  the  ridge,  and  by  louvred  openings  in  each  end 
of  the  ridge  roof  light. 

The  drainage  of  the  cow  shed  will  be  by  channels  in  the  concrete  floor 
at  the  rear  of  the  cattle,  the  channels  leading  to  the  catch-basin  on  the 
outside  and  about  twenty  feet  from  the  building.  From  the  catch-basin 
the  sewage  will  flow  to  the  fruit  farm,  where  it  is  to  be  utilized. 

With  the  suggestions  mentioned  above,  the  plans  for  both  the  build¬ 
ings  were  approved,  in  so  far  as  this  board  is  required  bv  law  to  examine 
and  express  an  opinion.

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EXAMINATION  OF  PLANS  FOR  A  PROPOSED  NEW  ADMINISTRATION  BUILDNG 
AT  THE  MICHIGAN  HOME  FOR  FEEBLE-MINDED  AND  EPILEPTIC,  LAPEER. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  held  at  Lapeer, 
February  6,  1902,  the  plans  for  a  proposed  new  administration  building 
at  the  Michigan  Home  for  Feeble-Minded  and  Epileptic,  Lapeer,  were 
examined  in  accordance  with  Section  2229,  Compiled  Laws  of  1897  (Sec¬ 
tion  15,  Public  Health  Laws,  1899). 

Although  the  secretary  held  proxies  from  President  Frank  Wells  and 
Dr.  D.  A.  Maclachlan,  the  secretary  was  the  only  member  present  at  this 
meeting. 

Dr.  Polglase,  medical  superintendent;  A.  E.  Bowd,  architect,  and  W. 
H.  Brundage,  superintendent  of  construction,  were  present  to  explain 
the  plans. 

The  plans  contemplate  the  heating  of  the  rooms  on  the  first,  second 
and  third  doors  by  indirect  radiation  and  the  halls  and  main  corridors 
by  direct  radiation.  The  fresh  air  is  to  be  conducted  from  outside  base¬ 
ment  windows  to  the  indirect  stacks  in  galvanized  iron  ducts,  and  from 
thence  to  the  rooms  in  brick  Hues.  The  indirect  stacks  are  to  be  incased 
with  galvanized  iron  jackets  at  the  bases  of  the  several  flues  in  the  base¬ 
ment.  The  fresh  air  registers  are  to  be  placed  about  seven  feet  above 
the  floor  lines.  All  rooms  throughout  the  buildings  are  to  be  ventilated 
by  brick  flues,  carried  separately  from  each  room  to  the  outer  air  above 
the  roof,  the  vent  registers  being  placed  on  inside  walls,  at  the  floor 
levels.  The  general  plan  for  the  heating  and  ventilation  of  the  building 
is  approved.  It  is  recommended,  however,  that  the  fresh  air  for  two  sets 
of  flues  in  the  front  of  the  building  be  not  taken  from  the  space  beneath 
the  porch,  where  it  might  become  contaminated  by  emanations  from  the 
soil  and  from  dead  animals,  birds,  or  other  decomposing  matter  which 
might  find  its  way  there,  but  that  the  fresh  air  ducts  be  extended  under 
the  porch  to  the  front  wall  of  same  and  the  archings  protected  by  fine 
wire  screens.  It  is  also  recommended  that  the  fresh  air  and  vent  registers 
in  two  bed-rooms  on  the  second  and  third  floors  in  the  center  of  the  front 
of  the  building,  be  on  the  same  sides  of  the  rooms  and  not  on  opposite 
sides  as  shown  in  the  plans. 

The  plans  do  not  show  the  height  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  carry  the 
vent  and  smoke  flues  from  the  room  in  the  .rear  of  the  first  floor,  and  it  is 
recommended  that  the  flues  be  carried  up  a  sufficient  height  above  the 
line  which  would  be  made  by  a  continuator  of  the  roof  line,  to  prevent 
down  draft  due  to  the  wind  being  deflected  from  the  rear  of  the  main  roof 
down  and  across  the  flues. 

The  plan  contemplates  two  sets  of  pipes  for  sewerage  and  drainage,  the 
subsoil  and  rain  water  to  be  discharged  into  a  storm  drain,  the  sewerage 
to  be  carried  to  a  catch  basin  about  25  feet  from  the  building  and  from 
thence  to  the  creek  near  by.  All  sewer  and  soil  pipe  inside  the  building 
are  to  be  of  iron,  with  a  main  trap  and  inlet  ventilation  where  the  sewer 
passes  outside  the  building,  all  soil  pipes  carried  above  the  roof  for  outlet 
ventilation  and  all  plumbing  fixtures  trapped  with  anti-syphonic  traps 
and  the  traps  back-vented.  The  general  plan  of  the  sewerage  and  plumb¬ 
ing  is  approved,  but  it  is  recommended  that  for  convenience  in  making 
alterations  and  repairs  the  horizontal  iron  pipes  in  the  basement  be 
suspended  from  the  ceiling  and  not  placed  under  the  basement  floors  as 
proposed. 
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Where  crock  pipes  pass  under  or  through  foundation  walls,  especially 
when  a  building  is  newly  built,  they  are  liable  to  fracture  by  the  settling 
of  the  walls,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  proposed  crock  storm  water 
drain  passes  under  the  building,  and  that  it  be  placed  under  the  cellar 
beneath  the  servants’  dining-room.  It  would  then  pass  under  three  walls 
instead  of  five  walls,  an  unexcavated  portion  of  the  basement  and  the 
rear  steps  and  be  more  accessible  for  repairs  or  alterations. 

With  the  exceptions  before  mentioned,  the  plans  were  approved  in  so 
far  as  this  board  is  required  by  law  to  examine  and  express  an  opinion. 

The  foregoing  opinion  has  been  submitted  to  the  members  of  the  board, 
and  has  been  approved.

In  presenting  our  schedule  to  your  honorable  board  for  consideration 
of  our  appropriations  for  the  next  biennial  period,  we  desire  to  direct 
special  attention  to  the  constant  demand  for  the  admission  of  all  ages 
and  grades  of  the  mentally  defective  and  epileptic.  There  are  on  file  in 
this  institution,  at  this  time,  over  six  hundred  applications  and  accessions 
are  made  to  this  number  at  the  rate  of  ten  every  month.  With  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  a  farm-house  to  accommodate  from  twelve  to  fifteen  farm  boys  no 
provision  was  made  for  the  past  biennial  period  to  admit  more  than  this 
number.  At  the  end  of  the  coming  biennial  period  it  would  be  safe  to 
estimate  a  list  of  eight  hundred  and  forty  applicants  for  admission  and 
none  of  this  vast  number  can  be  taken,  only  as  vacancies  occur  by  death 
of  an  inmate  or  as  cases  may  be  withdrawn  from  the  care  of  the  institu¬ 
tion,  unless  room  is  provided. 

How  far  the  State  should  go  in  making  provision  for  the  care  of  these 
poor  defectives,  who  are  often  helpless,  not  infrequently  dangerous  and 
always  a  menace  to  the  progress  of  society,  is  a  subject  requiring  careful 
consideration  by  the  legislature  and  charitable  organizations.  The  sub¬ 
ject  has  received  considerable  attention  in  the  past  by  these  bodies  of 
thinking  men  and  women  because  of  the  large  number  of  mental  defects 
and  neurotics  shown  to  be  in  the  community.  Our  own  State  having  at  a 
conservative  estimate  in  its  population  a  company  of  nearly  nine  thou¬ 
sand  feeble-minded  and  epileptic.  Our  duty  then  is  clearly  to  point  to 
your  honorable  body  in  what  practical  and  economical  manner  our  insti¬ 
tution  must  have  additions  in  order  to  care  for  a  greater  number  than  it 
has  at  present.  We  present  you  herewith  what  is  required  in  order  to 
add  three  hundred  to  our  present  number — this  you  will  note  is  but  one 
half  the  number  already  on  file  with  us,  if  desirable  to  add  more  it  is 
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simply  a  question  of  expansion  by  multiplication  of  the  list  given.  It 
would  not  be  desirable  to  enlarge  the  institution  to  care  for  more  than 
one  thousand  inmates,  because  of  the  difficulty  of  acquiring  land  at  a 
reasonable  price,  but  carry  out  the  colony  plan  as  adopted  in  other  states, 
locating  it  where  a  large  acreage  may  be  acquired  cheaply  or  by  occupy¬ 
ing  State  land,  transfering  to  this  colony  the  able-bodied  adult  class  that 
soon  overflow  the  parent  institution.  A  population  of  eight  or  nine 
hundred  properly  provided  for,  allows  an  excellent  classification  to  be 
made. 

SPECIAL  APPROPRIATIONS. 

One  of  the  cottages  in  this  list  is  a  duplicate  of  the  Custodial  Cottage 
opened  a  year  ago  and  in  which  are  one  hundred  low  grades — cases  of 
different  ages  and  of  both  sexes — an  arrangement  which  is  both  disagree¬ 
able  and  expensive.  Another  building  of  this  kind  is  required  for  there 
are  now  over  fifty  cases  of  this  grade  in  with  all  the  higher  school  class. 
The  other  two  cottages  are  duplicates  of  cottages  “C”  and  “D.” 

A  school  building  has  been  asked  for  since  the  first  biennial  period  and 
is  now  needed  very  much,  for  besides  having  no  school  facilities  many 
children  cannot  be  given  school  advantages,  and  with  added  numbers  this 
trouble  is  increased.  The  assembly  hall  would  allow  us  to  put  in  use  a 
bed-room  floor,  that  is  now  given  over  to  this  purpose  and  give  us  a  hall 
and  chapel  with  space  sufficient  for  our  increased  numbers.  The  need 
of  more  dining-room  space  under  the  conditions  presented  will  probably 
need  no  explanation  further  than  to  say  these  buildings  provide  also 
rooms  for  employes. 

The  furnishing  of  the  administration  building,  that  will  come  in  use 
during  the  coming  year,  will  give  the  building  now  occupied  by  the  super¬ 
intendent  as  a  residence,  over  to  its  original  purpose — a  hospital — this 
will,  however,  need  to  be  expanded  to  care  for  at  least  forty  patients  and 
so  arranged  as  to  make  room  for  the  helpless  and  bed-ridden  inmates  as 
well  as  the  acute  and  contagious  diseases. 

The  expansion  of  the  heating  system  must  keep  pace  with  added  space 
and  so  two  boilers  and  stokers  will  be  required  for  the  extension  of  the 
boiler  house  to  accommodate  them.  It  is  deemed  much  more  economical 
to  have  our  own  water  supply  than  purchase  from  the  adjacent  city  as 
we  are  compelled  to  do  at  present  and  expending  every  two  years  an 
amount  of  money  sufficient  almost  to  buy  our  own  plant.' 

Our  grounds  about  the  buildings  are  conspicuous  by  the  absence  of 
proper  grading,  roads,  trees  and  walks  to  say  nothing  of  the  ornamenta¬ 
tion,  but  it  has  not  been  possible  to  accomplish  much  for  this  needed 
improvement  without  proper  funds  and  we  feel  that  this  work  should  not 
be  further  delayed.  Our  fire  protection  needs  considerable  addition. 

Our  farm  buildings  need  additions  that  can  be  made  with  the  amount 
asked. 

A  large  amount  of  fertile  soil  can  be  brought  into  use  by  the  amount 
asked  for  tile  drains  and  the  buildings  herein  asked  for  require  the 
amount  of  sewer  specified. 

The  total  amount  asked  for  in  this  schedule  may  in  the  aggregate  seem 
a  large  sum  of  money  to  those  who  are  not  in  touch  with' the  demand 
upon  this  institution,  but  to  those  who  do  know,  the  sum  is  indeed  small.

The  Board  favors  an  appropriation  necessary  for  the  extending  of  a 
tunnel  and  steam  main  to  such  buildings  as  have  been  approved;  but  in 
the  absence  of  any  knowledge  as  to  the  proposed  location  and  distance  of 
the  buildings,  we  are  unable  to  form  or  express  an  opinion  as  to  the 
amount  required. 

Farm  shed,  tool  house,  and  chicken  house .  $1,000  00 

This  Board  believes  that  the  above  building  is  necessary,  and  approves 
of  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose.  What  appropriation  will  be  needed 
to  accomplish  this  is,  because  of  the  absence  of  any  data  on  which  to  base 
an  opinion,  beyond  the  power  of  the  Board  to  determine;  therefore  none 
is  expressed,  or  recommendations  made  as  to  the  amount  of  the  appro¬ 
priation. 

Grading,  fencing  and  walks .  $5,000  00 

This  Board  does  not  favor  an  appropriation  for  the  mile  of  macadam 
road  for  which  $1,600  is  asked.  The  other  items  included,  namely :  Wire 
fence,  $625 ;  earth  moved  and  grading,  $750,  and  walks,  $1,056 ;  a  total  of 
$2,431,  is  approved.  Of  the  appropriation  included  for  “trees  and  shrub¬ 


bery, v  $1,596,  only  $500  is  approved.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 


The  bill  establishing  the  Michigan  Home  for  the  Feeble-Minded  and 
Epileptic  was  passed  June  2,  1893,  and  it  is  now  one  of  the  permanent 

charitable  institutions  of  the  State. 

It  is  located  at  Lapeer,  Lapeer  county,  and  is  accessible  by  the  Grand 
Trunk,  and  Bay  City  Division  of  the  M.  0.  R.  R. 

“The  object  of  this  institution  shall  be  to  provide  by  all  proper  and 
feasible  means  the  intellectual,  moral  and  physical  training  of  that  un¬ 
fortunate  portion  of  the  community  who  have  been  born  or  by  disease 
have  become  imbecile,  feeble-minded  or  epileptic,  and  by  a  judicious  and 
well  adapted  course  of  training  and  management  to  ameliorate  their  con¬ 
dition  and  to  develop  as  much  as  possible  their  intellectual  faculties,  to 
reclaim  them  from  their  unhappy  condition  and  fit  them  as  far  as  pos¬ 
sible  for  future  usefulness.” 

Persons  above  the  age  of  6  years  (the  best  age  for  training  and  instruc¬ 
tion  is  between  8  and  12),  who  are  feeble-minded  or  epileptic,  or  so 
deficient  as  to  be  incapable  of  being  educated  at  an  ordinary  school,  and 
who  are  not  insane,  paralyzed,  extremely  helpless,  or  afflicted  with 
contagious  disease,  may  be  admitted  upon  receiving  certificate  of  ad¬ 
mission  from  the  superintendent. 

Persons  from  Michigan  are  admitted  to  the  Home  without  charge  for 
tuition,  boarding,  washing,  medicine,  or  medical  attendance,  but  where 
the  parents  or  guardians  of  any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  admitted, 
are  able  to  contribute  to  their  support,  in  whole  or  in  part,  they  may  be 
required  to  do  so,  as  the  Board  of  Control  may  direct.  • 

All  children  will  be  received  upon  trial.  Persons  applying  for  admis¬ 
sion  of  inmates  must  fill  out  and  return  certain  blanks,  copies  of  which 
will  be  forwarded  to  any  address  on  application  to  the  superintendent. 

A  bond  will  be  required  in  all  cases  (excepting  children  who  are 
county  charges)  with  sureties,  to  iusure  the  removal  of  the  child  when 
required  by  the  superintendent,  free  of  charge  to  the  institution,  its 
officer  or  agent,  and  to  provide  comfortable  and  suitable  clothing,  or  to 
pay  for  such  as  may  be  furnished  by  the  institution  during  the  contin- 
uance  of  the  child  in  its  care.  This  bond  should  be  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  of  the  county  clerk  that  the  sureties  are  responsible. 

Children  must  come  to  the  school  well  provided  with  plain,  strong 
clothing  for  summer  and  winter.  The  clothing  must  be  renewed  by  the 
parents  as  needed.  Children  who  tear  their  clothing  must  be  provided 
with  garments  made  expressly  for  them,  and  of  such  form  and  texture 
as  may  not  be  easily  torn. 
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Only  common  mending  will  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  institution. 
All  the  articles  of  clothing  must  be  marked  with  the  full  name  of  the 
owner. 

Boys  should  be  furnished  with  two  full  suits  of  strong  outer  clothing, 
two  undershirts,  three  nightshirts,  two  pairs  of  drawers,  four  pairs  of 
socks,  six  handkerchiefs,  two  colored  cotton  shirts,  two  collars,  two  hats 
or  caps,  two  pairs  of  shoes  and  one  pair  of  mittens,  one  comfortable 
outside  garment. 

Girls  should  have  three  dresses  (two  wash  dresses),  four  colored 
aprons,  two  white  aprons,  two  underskirts,  three  pairs  drawers,  two  under' 
waists,  three  night  dresses,  four  pairs  stockings,  six  handkerchiefs,  two 
collars,  two  pairs  of  strong  shoes,  one  pair  of  rubbers,  one  hat,  one 
hood,  one  shawl  or  cloak  and  one  pair  of  mittens.  Extra  and  better 
apparel  is  very  desirable  for  chapel  worship  and  out-of-door  exercise  and 
riding. 

Persons  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Home,  who,  an  account  of  their 
poverty,  are  unable  to  furnish  themselves,  and  whose  friends  are  unable 
to  furnish  them  with  suitable  clothing,  traveling  and  other  necessary 
expenses  for  attendance  at  the  Home,  may  receive  assistance,  not  exceed¬ 
ing  f 40  in  any  one  year  for  each  person,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Control.  Sec.  25,  Act  209,  Public  Acts  of  1893. 

WHO  MAY  BE  ADMITTED. 

Section  20,  Act  209,  Session  Laws  of  1893,  amended  and  approved  May 
28,  1895 :  All  feeble  minded  and  epileptic  persons  above  the  age  of  six 
years,  who  are  legal  residents  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  may,  in  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  board,  be  admitted  to  said  Home  without  charge  for  tuition, 
boarding,  washing,  medicine  or  medical  attendance.  But  where  the  par¬ 
ents  or  guardians  of  any  person  or  persons  who  may  be  admitted  are 
able  to  contribute  to  their  support  in  whole  or  in  part,  they  may  be  re¬ 
quired  to  do  so  under  uniform  rules  to  be  established  by  the  said  Board 
of  Control.  In  the  selection  of  inmates  preference  shall  be  given  to 
indigent  or  pauper  orphan  children,  and  when  this  class  is  provided  for, 
such  others  may  be  admitted  for  whom  application  may  be  made  when¬ 
ever  suitable  accommodations  have  been  provided ;  and  when  these  classes 
are  provided  for,  other  feeble  minded  and  epileptic  persons  may  be  re¬ 
ceived  into  said  institution,  as  the  Board  of  Control  mav  bv  their  rules 
and  regulations  approve  and  direct. 

Section  26.  The  superintendents  of  the  poor  in  each  of  the  counties  of 
the  State  in  which  there  are  or  shall  be  persons  of  this  class  eligible  to 
admission  to  this  Home  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  who  have  no  con¬ 
tagious  disease,  and  who  are  or  shall  become  chargeable  to  said  county,  or 
to  any  township  therein,  shall  cause  all,  or  any  such  persons  to  be  taken 
to  the  Home  for  Feeble  Minded  and  Epileptic  and  to  be  taken  into  the 
custody  and  care  of  said  Home.  No  person ,  however,  shall  he  admitted  to 
said  Home  until  a  certificate  of  admission  has  been  issued  for  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  said  person ,  by  some  officer  of  said  Home,  duly  authorized  by  the 
board  of  trustees  to  issue  such  certificate. 

Section  27.  The  superintendents  of  the  poor  shall  cause  any  and  all 
such  persons  to  be  taken  to  the  Home  for  the  Feeble  Minded  and  Epileptic, 
at  the  expense  of  the  county ,  and  to  be  taken  into  [the]  custody  and  care 
of  the  school  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Home. 
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Section  28.  The  superintendents  of  the  poor,  in  every  case,  before  tak¬ 
ing  or  sending  any  person  to  said  Home,  as  provided  in  sections  twenty- 
five  and  twenty-six  of  this  act,  shall  see  that  such  person  is  in  a  state  of 
perfect  bodily  cleanliness,  and  comfortably  and  decently  clothed.  . 

Section  29.  Any  person  or  persons  who  desire  to  make  donations  of 
money,  personal  property  or  real  estate  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution, 
provided  for  in  this  act,  shall  have  the  right  to  vest  the  title  to  such 
money,  personal  property  or  real  estate  so  donated,  in  the  Board  of  Con¬ 
trol  of  the  Michigan  Home  for  the  Feeble-Minded  and  Epileptic,  created 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  be  held  and  controlled  by  such  board 
when  accepted,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  deed,  gift,  grant,  devise  or 
bequest  of  such  property;  and  as  to  such  property  so  donated  as  afore¬ 
said,  the  said  board  shall  be  held  and  considered  to  be  the  special 
trustees. 

The  parents  and  friends  of  pupils  may  visit  them  as  they  deem  proper, 
though  too  frequent  visiting  we  do  not  advise.  Board  and  lodging  can¬ 
not  be  furnished  parents  and  friends  of  inmates  at  the  Home. 

The  regular  visiting  day  of  our  institution  is  Wednesday  of  each  week, 
on  which  day  special  and  interesting  exercises  are  held  by  the  pupils. 

Letters  on  business  connected  with  the  institution  should  be  addressed 
to  the  Superintendent. 

Express  packages  and  telegrams  should  be  prepaid.  The  Superintend¬ 
ent  will  take  pleasure  in  giving  further  information  about  the  Home.
